US court orders 
Iran, others to pay 
$6 billion for 9/11 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A US 
judge formally ordered Iran, 
Al-Qaeda and several other 
defendants Wednesday to pay 
$6 billion compensation to 
the victims of September 11, 
2001, in a largely symbolic 
ruling. 

Although Iran denies any 
connection to 9/11, it was in¬ 
cluded in the list of alleged 
culprits by the US District 
Court in New York, along 
with the Lebanese militant 
group Hezbollah, 


Afghanistan's Taliban guerril¬ 
las and Al-Qaeda, which took 
credit for the massive terror 
attack. 

Iran's supreme leader Aya¬ 
tollah Ali Khamenei is also 
named. 

However, the money, 
awarded for economic, per¬ 
sonal and punitive damages 
for a total of $6,048,513,805, 
is unlikely to be recovered.

Aruba Green Energy 
Conference 2012 opens

Yesterday morning, Aruba 
Minister of Finance, Utilities, 
Communication and Energy, 
Mike de Meza raised the cur¬ 
tain on the third Aruba Green 
Energy Conference 2012, at 
the Renaissance Convention 
Center in Oranjestad. This 
year’s theme, “Smart & Sus¬ 
tainable” is meant to convey 
the practical nature of the 
speakers and topics, inform¬ 
ing on technologies and poli¬ 
cies that can make 
sustainability a reality. 

In his address, Minister de 
Meza reiterated some of the 
themes and information in¬ 
troduced in the two previous 
conferences, as they relate to 
the present topic. He affirmed 
the necessity of perfecting 
methods for harnessing re¬ 
newable energy sources, as 
oil reserves dwindle, as well 
as the need to drastically re¬ 
duced C02 emissions. 
Graphs indicated that the 
price of fuel oil has increased 
by 600% over the last decade. 

“Everyone knows that 
challenges are always oppor¬ 
tunities, as necessity is the 
mother of invention,” he told 
the audience. “The biggest 
challenge the world is con¬ 
fronted with is to be sustain¬ 


able in whatever we do; if we 
believe what we do today is 
what we need to progress in 
the future.” 99% of the 
world’s oil comes from 44 
nations, of which 60% have 
long passed their peak pro¬ 
duction; The U.S. as far back 
as 1970. 

“Sustainability can only 
be fueled by smart choices,” 
asserted Minister de Meza. 
He acknowledged the impor¬ 
tance of stimulating and in¬ 
volving island youth in 
progressing towards this 
goal. He mentioned a favorite 
quote of Aruba’s Prime Min¬ 
ister. “If you want to go 


quickly, go alone; but if you 
want to go far, go together,” 
affirming it is a joint effort to 
reach the current administra¬ 
tion’s goal of Aruba being 
completely oil independent 
by 2020. 

Aruba’s Prime Minister 
Mike Eman came to the 
podium with a tribute and re¬ 
playing of a speech given by 
President John F. Kennedy. It 
was a declaration that getting 
to the moon would take a 
great deal of hard work, but it 
would be done.

Aruba’s Governor Fredis Re- 
funjol and Prime Minister 
Mike Eman welcomed the 
Commander of the Royal 
Dutch Navy, Vice Admiral 
Matthieu Borsboom, for 
courtesy visits and talks on 
Monday and Tuesday. Vice 
Admiral Borsboom is here 
making a “working visit” 
with his subordinate, Navy 
Commander for the 
Caribbean, General Dick 
Swijgman, stationed in Cura¬ 
cao, who is also custodian for 
the regional Coast Guard. 

Vice Admiral Borsboom 
was prominent in U.S. news 
of late as he paid a visit to the 
Joint Interagency Task Force, 
(JIATF) headquartered in 
Key West, on the maiden 
voyage of the first of four 
Holland Class vessels, the 
HNLMS Holland. This new 
class of oceangoing patrol 
vessels has been specifically 
designed to more efficiently 
combat illicit trafficking, 
drug smuggling, human traf¬ 
ficking, weapons smuggling 
and piracy. 

State of the art technology 
allows the ship to better de¬ 
tect and identify small vessels 
likely engaged in such activ¬ 
ities. Next year, another Hol¬ 


land class vessel, the 
HNLMS Friesland, will be 
stationed in Dutch Caribbean 
waters for a coordinated ef¬ 
fort in drug interdiction activ¬ 
ities. This will include the 
ABC islands, Aruba, Bonaire 
and Curacao, as well as St. 
Maarten, St, Eustatius and 
Saba. The ship is also in¬ 
tended to be used for search 
and rescue, disaster assis¬ 
tance during major storms 
and evacuation of non-com¬ 
batants. Dutch ships “respond 


to a wide range of tasks” as¬ 
serted Vice Admiral Bors¬ 
boom including “maintaining 
the integrity of the territory... 
We are committed to the 
Caribbean, not only with the 
Navy, but the Coast Guard 
working seamlessly to¬ 
gether.” Various classes of 
Dutch Navy vessels are ro¬ 
tated regularly to maintain a 
presence in the region. 

“We designed a class 
specifically for countering il¬ 
licit trafficking: counter 


piracy, drug smuggling and 
weapons smuggling,” ex¬ 
plained Vice Admiral Bors¬ 
boom during an interview 
with THE MORNING 
NEWS. “We optimized the 
platform to do that job. We 
added a very sophisticated 
mast, where we have all the 
sensor systems...it has 360 
degree seamless detection ca¬ 
pability of small vessels. She 
will operate with Fast Raid¬ 
ing Interception and Special 
Forces Craft (FRISC) and an 
NH-90, a medium weight 
helicopter with a much en¬ 
larged endurance to the heli¬ 
copters we have been 
operating, so far.” 

The Friesland will likely 
be stationed in the region for 
around four months, than re¬ 
placed by another Holland 
class vessel, as the Dutch 
Navy maintains a steady 
presence. From here, it is 
likely it will patrol the Gulf 
of Adan, where piracy out of 
Somalia is a constant threat to 
ships and commerce. For 
Vice Admiral Borsboom this 
is a “#1 priority. We are ded¬ 
icating capacity continually 
to fighting the piracy; we use 
all our efforts in that respect. 
We have marine fleet teams 


on merchant ships for protec¬ 
tion and we have autonomous 
protection detachments for 
World Food Program ships; 
they stay on them for three 
months, freeing our frigates 
to do other work. We are par¬ 
ticipating with other ships in 
the NATO or EU operation, 
sometimes both.” 

At this time, one-star 
Dutch Admiral Commodore 
Ben Bekkering is command¬ 
ing the whole NATO effort in 
counter-piracy, Operation 
Ocean Shield, and a Dutch 
commander will take over the 
EU effort next year. 

“We dedicate a lot of ef¬ 
fort to insure free trade, 90% 
of which is going over the 
seas; if that is disrupted, the 
entire economy is disrupted. 
It is proving effective, com¬ 
pared to last year; we have 
noticeably reduced the num¬ 
ber of hijackings, acts of 
piracy and the number of 
people taken hostage, which 
was reduced drastically. It 
still isn’t over, we see piracy 
rising at a high rate off the 
west coast of Africa and other 
places as well...

We must understand that 
once piracy is practiced, it 
will probably not go away. 
We will have to put more 
units and effort into contain¬ 
ing it.” 

The Vice Admiral agrees 
that permanent solutions must 
come from the lands where 
the piracy is rampant. “Gov¬ 
ernments must make clear to 
the population that this is not 
accepted. In countries like So¬ 
malia or Yemen it is very dif¬ 


ficult right now. The EU has 
a program where they will ad¬ 
dress the aspects of develop¬ 
ment and good government, 
but these are not quick solu¬ 
tions. This will take years and 
years, perhaps decades.” 

“Piracy is happening now, 
so our taxpayers expect if we 
have the means, to act on it 
and deal with it. The navies 
are to deliver security at sea 
and from the sea; there is in¬ 
security there, so it is our job. 


There is no Coast Guard \ be¬ 
cause it is the high seas, the 
free seas, everybody’s seas, 
so with a coalition of the will¬ 
ing, we have to deal with that, 
this is why I consider it a 
principal task. At the same 
time, we are there to protect 
the integrity, so we have to 
exercise that as well...We 
have to be ready to act on 
piracy, but be prepared for 
our other naval tasks.”

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Colombian president’s cancer surgery successful

BOGOTA (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bian President Juan Manuel 
Santos underwent successful 
surgery to remove a cancer¬ 
ous tumor from his prostate 
Wednesday and he is recov¬ 
ering, his physicians at a Bo¬ 
gota hospital said in a 
statement. 

Santos, flanked by his 
wife Maria Clemencia Ro¬ 
driguez and their daughter 
Maria Antonia, told reporters 
as he arrived at the Santa Fe 
Hospital that he was upbeat 
and "God willing, everything 
will go well.” 

After the operation, San¬ 
tos's doctors said: "It was a 
successful surgery, without 
complications. The president 
is conscious in his room with 
his family and is recovering.” 

Santos, 61, announced on 
Monday that he had prostate 
cancer, noting that the tumor 


ANKARA (AFP) - Turkey 
shelled Syria in retaliation for 
deadly cross-border fire 
Wednesday as NATO con¬ 
vened an emergency meeting 
on the attack that threatened 
to inflame tensions in the 
volatile region. 

Earlier on Wednesday 
Syrian shells crashed into a 
Turkish border town, killing 
five people, the first time 
Turkey's citizens were killed 
by cross-border fire from its 
war-torn neighbour. 

An outraged Ankara said 
the attack went "too far”, and 
it swiftly retaliated. 

"Our armed forces in the 
border region immediately 
retaliated against this heinous 
attack... by shelling targets 
spotted by radar,” Turkey's 
prime minister's office said in 
a statement. 

"Turkey will never leave 
unanswered such provoca¬ 
tions by the Syrian regime 
targeting our national secu¬ 
rity, in line with engagement 
rules and international law.”

Dutch customs 
find hundreds 
of tarantulas in 
suitcase 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
Dutch customs confiscated 
hundreds of poisonous 
tarantulas on a flight from 
Peru after discovering them 
hidden in a suitcase, offi¬ 
cials said Wednesday. 

"Customs at Schiphol 
airport found 200 live taran¬ 
tulas and an assortment of 
other insects including 
bugs, crickets, grasshoppers 
and millipedes,” customs 
officials said in a statement, 
issued by their umbrella Pi- 
nance Ministry. 

"The animals were col¬ 
lected by a German couple 
on a recent trip to Peru and 
were put in plastic contain¬ 
ers and tubes hidden in their 
clothing and shoes,” the 
statement said, adding that 
some of the tarantulas were 
of a type little known to sci¬ 
ence. 

"Animals are regularly 
smuggled from other coun¬ 
tries to the Netherlands, but 
never in this quantity,” fi¬ 
nance ministry spokes¬ 
woman Lindy van Galen 
said. 


NEW DELHI (ALP) - Tens 
of thousands of poor Indians 
began a 350-kilometre (220- 
mile) march to New Delhi on 
Wednesday to protest over 
the plight of marginalised 
communities excluded from 
the country's development. 

The gathering left the cen¬ 
tral city of Gwalior and is set 
to reach India's capital at the 
end of the month, the organ¬ 
ising activist group Ekta 
Parishad (Unity Lorum) said. 

"Some 35,000 people 
have started off from Gwalior 
and by the time they reach 
New Delhi we expect the 
number to swell to 100,000,” 
Parishad spokesman Aneesh 
Thillenkery told ALP. 

Organisers said the group 
came from across India and 
included casual labourers, 
small farmers, fishermen, 
itinerant workers and the un¬ 
employed. 

"Our plan is to cover 27 
kilometres on the first day of 
the march,” Thillenkery said. 
"In all, we will walk through 
five states and we will follow 
national highways where we 
will eat, rest and sleep.” 

The trek is the second 
since 2007 when 25,000 poor 
and debt-ridden farmers trav¬ 
elled the same route on foot 
to press for land rights. 

The clash between India's 


industrial expansion and its 
agricultural communities has 
become a test of how the 
government deals with the 
development that is trans¬ 
forming Asia's third largest 
economy. 

"We demand that agricul¬ 
ture land must be used exclu¬ 
sively for farming," 
Thillenkery said. 

Some 73 percent of India's 
billion-plus population live 
off the land, but major indus¬ 
trial projects — seen as vital 
by the government to create 
jobs — are frequently delayed 
or even abandoned due to 
land acquisition problems. 

India's economy has 
boomed in the last 20 years 
since liberalisation reforms in 
1991, leading to the perception 
of a "shining” country emerg¬ 
ing from decades of poverty. 

Loreign companies and 
India's powerful conglomer¬ 
ates have invested heavily, 
selling vast quantities of cars, 
luxury goods and Western 
lifestyle products to the 
growing middle classes. 

But a survey by a non¬ 
government organisation in 
January found 42 percent of 
children under five were un¬ 
derweight, which Prime Min¬ 
ister Manmohan Singh 
described as a "national 
shame”.

Cuba keeps fingers 
crossed for Chavez 
victory 


Hugo Chavez 


HAVANA (AFP) - Hugo 
Chavez is Cuba's indispensa¬ 
ble favorite in Venezuela's 
presidential ballot this week¬ 
end, with the rulers of the 
communist island aware their 
survival could ride on the 
firebrand leader's re-election. 

Headlines in the Cuban 
press proclaim a Chavez vic¬ 
tory "irreversible," but many 
citizens have followed the 
campaign through fear that 
his defeat would plunge Cuba 
back into the dark days that 
followed the collapse of the 
Soviet Union in the early 
1990s. 

For 12 years, Venezuela 
has supported Cuba with 
Chavez providing the Castro 
regime with cheap oil. 

Havana's ally also takes in 
40,000 Cuban professionals, 
particularly in healthcare, a vital 
source of financial support. 

Whether they agree with 
Chavez or not, Cubans know 
that a victory by Venezuelan 
opposition candidate Hen- 
rique Capriles on October 7 
"would cut the umbilical 
cord," Cuban dissident econ¬ 
omist Oscar Espinosa Chepe 
told AFP. 

"The moribund Cuban 
economy is staying afloat 
with Venezuelan aid. If that 
umbilical cord is cut, it would 
be a disaster," said the former 
political prisoner. 

Exporting professionals 

Venezuela provides Cuba 
with about two-thirds of its en¬ 
ergy needs, according to Jorge 
Pinon, a Cuba expert at the 
Center for Hemispheric Policy 
at the University of Miami. 

"Cuba currently consumes 
approximately 147,000 bar¬ 
rels of oil a day and produces 
approximately 50,000 barrels 
of crude oil a day, which 
means a deficit of about 
100,000 barrels a day, sup¬ 
plied by Venezuela," he said 
in a report on Cuba's energy 
future. 


Additionally, the Venezue¬ 
lan state oil giant PD VS A is ac¬ 
tively involved in offshore oil 
exploration in Cuban waters in 
the Gulf of Mexico, albeit with¬ 
out success for the moment. 

Exports of Cuban profes¬ 
sionals to Venezuela brings in 
about $6 billion a year, more 
than the island's two other 
sources of hard currency — 
tourism and remittances from 
Cubans living abroad, which 
each bring in $2.5 billion. 

Venezuela is Cuba's lead¬ 
ing trade partner with annual 
transactions valued at $6 bil¬ 
lion, three quarters of it in 
Caracas' favor. 

The cooperation touches a 
wide variety of sectors of the 
economy, with $1.6 billion 
invested in 47 projects in 
agriculture, education and 
health so far this year.

Iran is in a tense standoff 
with the United States over 
multiple issues, especially its 
nuclear industry and alleged 
plan to build an atomic 
weapon. Iranian-backed 
Hezbollah has no relations 
with the United States. 

Al-Qaeda founder Osama 
bin Laden, who is also 
named, was killed by US 
Navy SEALs in a raid inside 
Pakistan in 2011. The Taliban 
are in an active war with US- 
led troops across 
Afghanistan. 

The ruling caps a series of 
court decisions prompted by 
lawsuits filed by families of 
47 victims from among the 
nearly 3,000 killed on 9/11. 

Last year, Judge George 


Daniels signed a judgment in 
favor of the plaintiffs. A mag¬ 
istrate then calculated the rec¬ 
ommended compensation, 
which Daniels on Wednesday 
approved in his ruling. 

Bin Laden and Al-Qaeda 
claimed responsibility for the 
attacks, in which hijacked 
airliners were used to bring 
down the World Trade Center 
towers in New York and to 
crash into the Pentagon near 
Washington, DC. 

The Taliban ruled 
Afghanistan at the time and 
were giving shelter to Al- 
Qaeda. Iran was blamed by the 
US court partly because some 
of the hijackers passed through 
the country on their way to 
carrying out the attacks.

Spain tops table for organ-dona 
tions: study 



MADRID (AFP) - Spain pro¬ 
vided a record number of 
donors of bodily organs in 
2011 as the number of trans¬ 
plants in Europe rose, the 
health ministry said. 

In Spain there were 35 
donors per million inhabi¬ 
tants, while the number of 


transplants performed in Eu¬ 
rope passed 30,000 for the 
first time, it said. 

There were a total 106,879 
transplants recorded in the 
world — three percent higher 
than the previous year, said 
the ministry, whose National 


Transplant Organisation runs 
a worldwide survey of trans¬ 
plants. 

Spain had the highest propor¬ 
tion of donors in any country, 
followed by Portugal, the 
United States and France. Spain 
recorded 1,667 donors — nearly 
12 percent more than in 2010. 

Spain "has for 20 years been 
the world leader in organ dona¬ 
tions and transplants because 
the Spanish model is highly pro¬ 
fessionalised," a spokesman for 
the ministry told AFP. 

The study showed that in 
2011 more than 63,000 people 
in Europe were on the waiting 
list for a transplant but only 48 
percent of requirements were 
met. 


Beware of dietery supplement’s false 
claims 


- A new report by the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health Services 
has found that dozens of di¬ 
etary supplements on the mar¬ 
ket are illegally labeled and 
lack the recommended scien¬ 
tific evidence to back up their 
purported health claims. 

For the study, the Inspector 
General's office analyzed 127 
weight loss and immune- 
boosting supplements that in¬ 
vestigators purchased online 
or in retail stores across the 
country. Of these, they found 
that 20 percent made illegal 


claims on their labels stating 
that they could be used to cure 
or treat certain diseases. 
Dozens also lacked the rec¬ 
ommended scientific evi¬ 
dence to back up the claims 
made on the labels. 

The report, which was re¬ 
leased yesterday, found that 
7% of the pills looked at 
didn’t have an FDA-required 
warning that states that the 
claims had not been evaluated 
by the agency, and a full 20% 
of weight loss and immunity¬ 
boosting supplements made 


false and illegal claims. 

. Many of the companies 
who were found to be making 
false claims didn’t even 
bother to offer any kind of in¬ 
formation to back them up. 

The report didn't name indi¬ 
vidual brands or products. 

In response, the FDA has 
called for expanded surveil¬ 
lance of the market to better 
protect consumers against 
false claims that supplements 
can cure or treat specific dis¬ 
eases.

Morocco says to bar 
Dutch abortion ship 


RABAT (AFP) - Morocco's 
government said the Dutch 
"abortion boat," due to arrive 
on today in the first such trip 
to a Muslim country, is not 
authorised to act and must be 
prevented from doing so. 

Women on Waves, the 
Dutch group organising the 
trip, said earlier that the ship, 
which is equipped to provide 
women with the medication 
needed for "safe legal med¬ 
ical abortions" up to six and 
a half weeks into pregnancy, 
would arrive this afternoon. 

It was due to land at Smir, 
on Morocco's Mediterranean 
coast, some 40 kilometres (25 
miles) east of Tangier. 

In the first official response 
to the planned visit, the 
health ministry on Wednes¬ 
day urged the relevant au¬ 
thorities to prevent the visit 
from taking place. 

"The ministry of health... 
has never been informed of 


this event and has not autho¬ 
rised any non-resident party 
or doctor in Morocco to carry 
out this medical interven¬ 
tion," it said in a statement. 

"The ministry calls on the 
relevant authorities to do 
what it is necessary to ensure 
that the law is applied," it 
added. 

Moroccan law prohibits 
abortion, except when the life 
of the mother is in danger. 

Women on Waves said the 
purpose of the visit was to 
provide abortions to women 
that might otherwise be ex¬ 
posed to grave health risks, 
and planned to set up a hot¬ 
line to inform women about 
how to induce medical abor¬ 
tions safely at home. 

Doctor Rebecca Gomperts, 
the Dutch group's founder, 
told AFP that around 600 to 
800 Moroccan women have 
an abortion every day.

US blocks online fraud schemes linked 
to India 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
officials said Wednesday they 
shut down a series of so-called 
tech support scams, mostly op¬ 
erating from India, which 
duped consumers into paying 
to clean their computers of 
bogus virus infections. 

The Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission said a US judge has 
ordered a halt to six ’’scare- 
ware” operations and has 
frozen their assets following 
an investigation in cooperation 
with Canada, Britain, Australia 
and New Zealand. 

FTC Chairman Jon Lei- 
bowitz said the schemes in¬ 


volved calls to consumers in 
English-speaking countries 
from call centers in India, in¬ 
forming consumers of bogus 
infections. 

The groups also used online 
ads which informed computer 
users of the infections, and 
then sold ’’fixes” at prices 
ranging from $49 to $450. 

"In these outrageous and 
disturbing cons you get a call 
from someone pretending to 
be from a major computer 
company who dupes you into 
thinking you have a virus on 
your computer,” Leibowitz 
told a news conference, which 


also played an audio tape of 
one of the calls. 

The FTC six firms with de¬ 
ceptive commercial practices 
and other violations and asked 
the court to permanently halt 
the scams and order restitution 
for consumers. 

The FTC cases targeted 14 
corporate defendants and 17 
individuals in six separate 
legal filings. The companies 
included Pecon Software Ltd., 
Finmaestros LLC, Zeal IT So¬ 
lutions Pvt. Ltd., Virtual PC 
Solutions, Lakshmi Infosoul 
Services Pvt. Ltd., and PC- 
Care247, Inc. 

Canada's top telecom regu¬ 
latory official, Andrea Rosen 
of the Canadian Radio-Televi¬ 
sion and Telecommunications 
Commission, said two related 
enforcement actions were filed 
in Canada. 

Leibowitz said the FTC was 
sending a delegation to India 
to help work with authorities 
in such cases. 

UN sustainable 
energy office to 
be based in 
Vienna 

VIENNA (AFP) - The United 
Nations is to set up its sus¬ 
tainable energy office in Vi¬ 
enna, Austria's environment 
minister Nikolaus 

Berlakovich said Wednesday. 

"Austria will be the UN's 
headquarter for renewable 
energy,” Berlakovich said in 
a statement, adding that this 
shows Austria's role as a 
’’world leader in terms of re¬ 
newable energy”. 

The office will be home to 
UN secretary-general Ban 
Ki-moon's initiative "Sustain¬ 
able Energy for All”, which 
was launched in September 
2011 with the aim of boosting 
renewable energy and im¬ 
proving energy efficiency. 

Last week, Ban named the 
director-general of the UN's 
Vienna-based Industrial De¬ 
velopment Organisation 
(UNIDO), Kandeh Yumkella, 
as the initiative's special rep¬ 
resentative. 

Vienna, one of the UN's 
four main centres, is also 
home to the organisation's 
Office on Drugs and Crime 
(UNODC) and its nuclear 
watchdog, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA).

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IMF head warns eurozone 
to act fast on debt crisis 


PARIS (AFP) - IMF head 
Christine Lagarde urged eu¬ 
rozone leaders Wednesday to 
move fast to resolve the 
bloc's debt crisis, warning in 
an interview that the latest 
boost to markets by an ECB 
decision could soon wear off. 

"No one has the luxury of 
time, this is really urgent," 
Lagarde told the French daily 
Figaro in comments to appear 
on Thursday. 

She said a decision by the 
European Central Bank to 
buy debt issued by struggling 
eurozone governments was 
"fundamental," and warned 
that political leaders must 
"not let the effects of this 
measure wear off." 

In early September, ECB 
President Mario Draghi 
vowed to aid countries like 
Spain by buying unlimited 
volumes of bonds to drive 
down borrowing costs. 

The news sent markets 
soaring as investors saw a 
turning point in the crisis. 

But Spain must first ask 
eurozone partners formally 
for financial aid, a move that 
Spanish Prime Minister Mar¬ 
iano Rajoy said on Tuesday 
was not imminent. 

Financial markets have re¬ 
acted negatively to uncer¬ 
tainty fueled by the Spanish 


premier's remark. 

Lagarde told Figaro: "The 
cost of solutions increases as 
time passes," and added: 
"The more Europeans act fast 
at the national level, the more 
the dynamic can change." 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US oil 
prices dropped more than 
four percent Wednesday, hit 
by glum data on China's serv¬ 
ices sector and lowered fore¬ 
casts for Asian growth. 

Despite a fall in US crude 
stockpiles, which normally 
would push prices higher, 
New York-traded West Texas 
Intermediate crude for No¬ 
vember delivery sank to 
$88.14 a barrel, a loss of 3.75 
from Tuesday. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for delivery in No¬ 
vember fell $3.40 to stand at 
$108.17 a barrel in late Lon¬ 
don deals. 

Sellers piled in to the mar¬ 
ket after the purchasing man¬ 
agers index for China's 
services sector sank to its low¬ 
est level in nearly two years, 


echoing the dismal reading on 
its manufacturing PMI that 
showed the sector contracting 
a second straight month. 

Both readings signaled a 
slowing Chinese economy un¬ 
likely to buy as much oil on world 
markets as has been expected. 

In Europe, data on 
Wednesday showed eurozone 
private sector business activ¬ 
ity remained firmly stuck in 
the doldrums in September, 
with the key services sector 
suffering a very sharp fall. 

"The petroleum markets 
are under selling pressure in 
Wednesday trade on an ap¬ 
parent wave of long liquida¬ 
tion after China's service 
sector PMI disappointed and 
the Asian Development Bank 
cut its GDP growth forecast 
for emerging Asia," said Tim¬ 
othy Evans at Citi Futures. 


De Beers taps new chairman, ending long dynasty 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
The world's leading diamond 
company De Beers appointed 
Anglo-American CEO Cyn¬ 
thia Carroll as its new chair¬ 
man Wednesday, spelling the 
symbolic end of one of the 
corporate world's longest- 
running dynasties. 

Carroll replaced chairman 
Nicky Oppenheimer, who 
stepped down in August 
when his family sold its 
stake, giving Anglo American 


a 85 percent control of the 
storied, and sometimes con¬ 
troversial firm. 

De Beers, founded in 1888 
by Cecil Rhodes, has been 


run by Oppenheimer family 
members or trusted associ¬ 
ates since the late 1920s. 

The Botswana govern¬ 
ment owns the remaining 15 
percent of the company. 

"I look forward to leading 
the board and continuing to 
support the management of 
the world's leading diamond 
company," Carroll said in a 
statement. 

Carroll is currently Chief 
Executive of Anglo Ameri¬ 
can, one of the world's largest 
mining companies. 


China becomes 
world's biggest 
importer of 
armagnac 

TOULOUSE, France (AFP) 
- China has displaced 
Britain as the world's 
biggest importer of arma¬ 
gnac following a spectacu¬ 
lar surge in sales of the 
upmarket brandy produced 
in southwestern France. 

The BNIA, an organisa¬ 
tion that represents arma¬ 
gnac producers, said 
Wednesday that sales to 
China had increased from 
125 hectolitres of pure alco¬ 
hol in 2010 to 935 hec¬ 
tolitres last year. 

Sales to Hong Kong 
nearly doubled, from 292hl 
in 2010 to 505hl in 2011. 

Britain, with 600hl of 
imports in 2011, remains 
the second biggest con¬ 
sumer but is set to be over¬ 
taken by Russia this year. 

BNIA President Rierre 
Tabarin attributed the grow¬ 
ing demand from China to 
declining consumption of 
rice wine and to the growth 
of a new middle class for 
whom upmarket French 
products are a status symbol. 

Tabarin added that the 
Chinese market was ex¬ 
panding at an even faster 
rate in value terms because 
of the high demand for vin¬ 
tage and rare bottles of ar¬ 
magnac.

PARIS (AFP) - Brazil's state-owned energy giant Petrobas is 
close to selling most of its assets in the Gulf of Mexico worth 
up to $6 billion to reduce debt, the company's chief executive 
told the Financial Times on Wednesday. Chief executive 
Maria das Gracas Foster said that company planned to com¬ 
plete the sale by early next year of up to $6 billion (4.6 billion 
euros) of its $8 billion exploration assets in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico, as the company enacts a cost-cutting programme and 
seeks to raise $14.5 billion via asset sales.

COLOMBO (AFP) - Former 
champions Pakistan and hosts 
Sri Lanka clash in the first 
semi-final of the World 
Twenty20 in Colombo today, 
banking on the quality spin¬ 
ners in the two camps. 

The pre-match focus re¬ 
volved around Sri Lanka's un¬ 
orthodox spinner Ajantha 


Mendis and Pakistan's prolific 
Saeed Ajmal, both of whom 
have been the highest wicket- 
takers for their respective 
teams in the competition. 

While Mendis has taken 
nine wickets, Ajmal has eight. 

Mendis achieved the best 
figures in Twenty20 interna¬ 
tionals with six wickets for 


eight against Zimbabwe in the 
preliminary league and re¬ 
mains the trumpcard for the 
hosts despite conceding 40 
runs in four overs against Eng¬ 
land in Super Eights. 

Pakistan had 18 overs of 
spin during their 32-run win 
over Australia on Tuesday as 
Ajmal was ably supported by 
Shahid Afridi, 20-year-old left- 
armer Raza Hasan and skipper 
Mohammad Hafeez. 

Sri Lanka has the added 
bonus of sling-arm fast bowler 
Lasith Malinga, who grabbed 
a career best 5-31 against Eng¬ 
land and remains one of the 
most destructive wicket-takers 
in the game. 

Sri Lankan captain Mahela 
Jayawardene said he was con¬ 
fident about his team reacting 
well to Pakistan's challenge. 

The semi-final is a repeat of 
the 2009 final in England 
when Pakistan beat Sri Lanka 
at Lord's to win the title. 


Football: Every Euro game now a cup 
final, says Bayern boss 



MUNICH (AFP) - Bayern 
Munich coach Jupp Heynckes 
has insisted they must now 
treat every Champions League 
match as if it were the final in 
the wake of their shock defeat 
at BATE Borisov. 

Bayern lost 3 -1 in Minsk on 
Tuesday to leave them third in 
Group F after two games with 
their next European game at 
Lille, France, on October 23. 

It was a first defeat for the 
Bavarians in 10 games this 
season and was also their first 
since losing the Champions 


League final at home to 
Chelsea on penalties in May. 

After Bayern's director of 
sport Matthias Sammer criti¬ 
cised the team for a lacklustre 
performance in Saturday's 2-0 
Bundesliga win at Werder Bre¬ 
men there appears to be ten¬ 
sion between him and the 
coach. 

Heynckes said he left Ger¬ 
many star Bastian Schwein- 
steiger out of the starting team 
in Minsk because he was 
showing signs of fatigue in 
Bremen. 


Although his team have 
won all six Bundesliga games 
so far to top the domestic 
table, Heynckes is bracing 
himself for a backlash if Bay¬ 
ern fail to win their next 
league game at home to Hof- 
fenheim on Saturday.

MILAN (AFP) - Serie A club 
Napoli came under scrutiny 
on Wednesday after the coun¬ 
try's Finance Police raided the 
club in relation to suspicions 
of financial foul play, media 
reports said. 

According to the domestic 
ANSA news agency, police, 
who took away a number of 
documents from the club, 
were acting on a mandate 
from the public prosecutor in 
Naples. 

Reports said the documents 
seized are in relation to an in¬ 
vestigation into the purchase 
and sale of rights on the per¬ 
formances of team players, 
the relationship with player 
agents and any related finan¬ 
cial movements. 

Police also carried out 
searches at the offices of the 
Italian football federation 
(FIGC) in Rome. 

The police raids are the lat¬ 
est in Italian football, which 
has been dogged in recent 
years by claims of match-fix¬ 
ing and illegal betting.

Real Madrid sink 
Ajax 



Swimming: Dominant Hosszu 
takes Wbrld Cup medals tally to 10 



AMSTERDAM AFP) - Cris- 
tiano Ronaldo was in treble 
form as Real Madrid tuned up 
for this weekend’s Clasico 
with a stylish 4-1 win at Ajax 
here on Wednesday to main¬ 
tain their perfect start to the 
fledgling Champions League 
campaign. 

Ronaldo, who had bagged 
the late winner in the Spanish 
champions' opening Group D 
win over Manchester City, was 
joined on the score-sheet by 
Karim Benzema, with Ajax's 
lone strike coming from 
Niklas Moisander. 

The scoreline would have 
been even more lopsided but 
for a series of fine saves by 
Ajax's goalkeeper, Kenneth 
Vermeer. 

In front of a near-capacity 
50,000 crowd, Madrid were 
quick out of the starting 
blocks, winning a series of 
corners in the first 10 minutes 
but failing to capitalise on 
their early dominance. 


Beaten Champions League 
semi-finalists in the past two 
seasons, Madrid now top the 
group by two points from 
Borussia Dortmund and will 
go into Sunday's clash against 
arch rivals and La Liga leaders 
Barcelona with a spring in 
their step. 

The victory consolidated 
Madrid's lead at the top of the 
group with six points from two 
matches, as they bid to win for 
the 10th time a title that has 
eluded them since 2002.Ajax, 
coached by the former Holland 
international Frank de Boer, 
looked a shadow of the side 
that have won four European 
titles, and barely threatened 
Casillas's goal in the first half 

Madrid and Ajax were 
meeting in the group stage for 
the third successive season, 
with the Spaniards winning 
home and away in 2010 and 
2011. 


DUBAI (AFP) - Katinka 
Hosszu continued to rule the 
pool as she finished the FINA 
World Cup 2012 series opener 
in Dubai with a whopping haul 
of eight gold medals and two 
bronze on Wednesday. 

On the second night at 
Dubai's Hamdan bin Mo¬ 
hammed bin Rashid Sports 
Complex, the Hungarian — in 
her first season as a profes¬ 
sional swimmer — collected 
four individual golds and later 
picked up another in the newly 
introduced mixed team 4x50m 
freestyle relay. 

Hosszu collected a tidy 
sum of $ 11,000 for her efforts 
($1,500 for every gold and 
$500 for bronze, with no prize 
money for team events), and is 
the early favourite to win the 
eight-event series and the 
$100,000 bonus that comes 
along with it. 

As expected, the South 


African duo of defending 
men's World Cup champion 
Chad Le Clos and two-time 
winner Cameron van der 
Burgh, both Olympic champi¬ 
ons, won their events and will 
head off to Doha for next 
week's tournament with two 
golds. 

Olympics 200m butterfly 
champion Clos added the 
100m fly gold with a superb 
time of 49.82sec, finishing 
way ahead of Russia's Evgeny 
Korotyshkin (50.67) and 
American Tom Shields 
(50.97). 

Van der Burgh, who created 
a controversy in London after 
admitting he used the illegal 
dolphin kick, added the men's 
100m breaststroke to his ear¬ 
lier 50m in Dubai. 

The world record-holder 
pipped New Zealand's Glenn 
Snyders by nine-tenths of a 
second with a time of 58.33. 


Reigning World Cup 
women's champion, Sweden's 
Therese Alshammar, added the 
50m freestyle title to her haul, 
having already won the 100m 
butterfly and 50m freestyle on 
Tuesday. 

The 3 5-year-old was in fine 
form as she touched the pad 
with a timing of 25.56, way 
ahead of second-place Inge 
Dekker of Netherlands 
(26.08). 

Hosszu's first gold of the 
day came in the 400m individ¬ 
ual medley, where she domi¬ 
nated the race and finished 
almost five seconds ahead of 
team-mate Zsuzsanna Jakabos 
in a time of 4min 31.34sec. 

She returned very soon and 
made it two in two for the 
evening in the 200m butterfly, 
again edging out Jakabos. 

Gold number six did not 
take much time either and she 
added the 400m freestyle to 
her IM title with a time of 
4:04.43, before he seventh and 
final individual gold in the 
100m IM. 

Amazingly, she returned 
again soon after and anchored 
Hungary to victory in the mixed 
relay. 

The Swimming World Cup 
2012, whose eight events will 
take place on short, 25m 
courses, now moves to a brand 
new host city, with Doha, Qatar, 
hosting its first ever champi¬ 
onship from October 6-7. 

A total prize fund of $1.2 
million will be distributed to 
the winners by the end of the 
series.
